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Propose changes in school’s rules 


“What good is a new building 
if the interior mechanisms are 
so lax that they don't com 
pliment each other?" said Paul 
Fleming, the new principal of 
Wilmington High School 

Mr. Fleming, who took over 
the reins of the school last 
month, has proposed some 
changes in the rules and 
regulations of the school. His 
proposals will be discussed with 
the school committee next week. 
Areas covered by his proposals 
include attendance, smoking, 
requisite course loads, and 
grade level for athletic or 


student leadership par 
ticipation. 
Altendance figures for the 


past year, he said, indicate that 
of the 1100 students in the school, 
44.91 percent had 15 or more 
absences during the year. “The 
percentage figures are 
outrageous. This should be only 
11 or 12 percent," he said 

Excessive absences indicate a 
lack of respect for the 
educational process. 

He has proposed changes in 
the attendance - keeping 
process, including the use of a 
daily bulletin and a parental 


note system. Accumulation of 12 
unexcused absences — either 
class cutting or truancy — could 


c a student course credit for 
the year. His proposal would 
also define excused and unex 


cused absences, 

Mr. Fleming has received a 
letter from Robert Spencer, 
juvenile officer of the 


Wilmington Police Department, 
asking cooperation in iden- 
tifying habitual truants early in 
the school year. Fleming intends 
to incorporate this into his 
practices. 

He also is recommending that 
seniors be required to pass four 
out of five subjects in order to 
graduate. Coasting in the senior 
year down the thought 
processes, he said, referring to 
students. who accumulate 
enough credits in three years to 
graduate 

He also has proposed to in- 
crease the requisite subjects, 
the course load, throughout the 
four years of high school. A vast 


majority of students presently 
exceed the requirements, he 
said, and this would formalize 
their efforts 

Another proposal would be to 
require an overall average of 70 
in the preceding term in order 
tor a student to participate in 
athletics The _ present 
regulation, he said, is for a 
student to be above passing in 15, 
hours of classes, which cold 
allow a student with two failures 
and three 65's to still be playing. 
He is also proposing the same 
grade requirement for par 
ticipation in student council or 
student advisory school com 
mittee 

Fleming said that although 
Wilmington High has an ex 
cellent athjetic program, it is 
lacking in non-athletic student 
activities, One of his proposals is 
to introduce a school newspaper, 
produced largely by the 
students, which would go a long 
way in building school pride. He 
would also encourage the tor 
mation of student chapters of 
such organizations as Students 
Against’ Drunk Drivers. 
American Field Service, or the 
Model Congress Club 

Student smoking on school 
property would be banned 
under another of Mr. Fleming's 
recommendations to the school 
committee. He said that 
allowing a smoking area was a 
contradiction of the school 
committee's model drug policy, 
of the school’s health awareness 
courses, and of the fact that 
smoking causes cancer. He said 
that he was not an anto-smoking 
crusader, but that he did not feel 
that smoking had a place in the 
school. He said that he would 
make no recommendation on 
teachers smoking in the school 
building, leaving that question 
entirely up to the school com 
mittee.

Tewksbury wells improve, 


chemical levels at'zero 


According to a July 31_report 
from the Tewksbury Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the level 
of benzene and phenol in wells 
six and seven have dropped to 
zero, 

Those wells, which account for 
10 percent of the town's water 
supply, showed levels of the two 
agents last April and had been 
cause for some concern. Ac- 
cording to the results of tests, 
the water coming out of one of 
the two wells located off Court 
Street had a level of bezene that 
could prove unhealthful if 
ingested over long periods of 
time. The other well showed a 
level of phenol Which health 
officials indicated did not pose a 
major short-term health con- 
cern. 

Those tests showed that there 
was 9.5 parts of bezene per 
billion parts water in one well 
while there was .05 parts of

Local teenagers in a family 
crisis situation are being helped 
by a unique foster care program 
called Neighbor Network. In 
existence for only two years, 
Neighbor Network serves as an 

‘emergency shelter and a safe, 
supportive environment’ tor 
adolescents age 11 to 18 in the 
Wilmington - Woburn area 
according hometinder Pat 
MeCormack 

‘The program is offered under 
the auspices of the Woburn 
Council of Social Concern and 
tunded by the Department of 
Social Services. It serves to 
separate teenagers from 
tamilies who are physically or 
emotionally abusive. The foster 
family then becomes the sub- 
stitute family, providing the 
child with certain limits, love. 
and support to allow for a 
cooling down period 
‘The Department of Social 
ervices refers the adolescent to 
the Network which in turn finds 
a volunteer tamily to care for 
the child tor a period of one to 45 
days. During this time, the teen 
attends hourly sessions each 
week with Network Coordinator 
Howard Goldberg and par 
ucipates in weekly recreational

They would be the third and 
fourth such memorials in 
Wilmington. A memorial was 
dedicated at Silver Lake last 
year tor John Fullerton, and the 
Richard Welch Memorial was 
dedicated two years ago at the 
end of Bridge Lane 

Robert Parent grew up on 
Clitton Street in Wilmington. He 
went to Vietnam with the Ist Aur 


Cavalry Division as a gunner on 
a helicopter, and was killed on 
July 21, 1968. 

Shine plans to bring Mr. and 
Mrs. Parent to Wilmington from 
Florida tor the dedication 
ceremony 

‘The memorial tor Parent is 
being paid for by the Wilmington 
Company of Minutemen, which 
will also provice honor guards at 
the dedication. Several mem 
bers of that organization are 
Vietnam veterans.

A Stinson auction: 
guaranteed success 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


‘The palaver is there, and the 
‘wit — the bargains, beauties and 
busts — the quickened pulse and 
hope for unexpected treasure — 
all part of a traveling road show 
¢alled an auction. 

But Carl Stinson of Reading 
takes auction well beyond road 
show — if a recent example is any 
‘guage — to a higher level of ex- 
citement, almost to fiesta. 

Stinson, auctioneer and ap- 
praiser, at 49, is a walking, 
Jogging, running, racing human 
dynamo. He has long been known 
for his auctioneering talents and 
flamboyance among Middlesex 
and Essex County Idéals, and 
throughout the length and 
breadth of the eastern seabord. 

A visit to one of his per- 
formances — for there can be no 
other word to describe it — ex- 
plains why. 

A silk shawl, a knuckle-arm 
Windsor chair, an 18th-century 
tavern table, an enormous, 
revolting rug, an ironing board, a 
pink 1962 Cadillac, an exquisite 
teak and ivory box from the 
British India trade: these com- 
prise just a sampling from a 
Stinson auction held recently for 
the heirs of a 97-year-old 
Wellesley woman. 

The auction, replete with 
catered refreshments, discreet 
tent and folding chairs, toilet 
facility and pre-auction review of 
the goods, took place on the lawn 
of a handsome stucco house set 
among rhododendron and 
Solomon's Seal. 

‘The preview began at 8:30 a.m. 
and lasted for about an hour and a 
half; a time to obtain a bidding 
number — time for touching and 
looking — for preselection: which 
item would the octogenarian 
grandmother bid on? Which 
would appeal to the youngsters in 
tow? 

A tall, strapping Wellesley 
policeman stood by, symbol and 
guarantee of order. 

They came in BMWs and on 
foot; they came in ramshackle 
Volkswagen bugs. They came to 
bid, to watch and to. listen, to 
smile, to eat and to laugh. And 


they came by the hundreds, from 
everywhere and all over: 
manicured matrons and mid- 
dleaged preppies, the bearded, 
moustached and clean-shaven, 
the carefully coifed elders and 
rangy teenage boys and girls. 

And, throughout, came the 
hustling and bustling of the 
Stinson crew: moving furniture, 
setting up chairs, asking and 
answering in moderate shouts, 
the stentorian tones of one man, 
Carl Stinson, predominant over 
all 

The novice bidders milled 
about, while the veterans — their 
choices made — staked out their 
seats and waited on events. 

“Is he the auctioneer?" 
one. “Seems aggressive; 
me to move aside."" 

“He's probably under a lot of 
pressure. He was carrying a 
bureau and you were standing in 
his way.” 

“Efficient and high-powered, 
but not pushy," said a third 

“I've heard that he's fair, and 
amusing.” 

The auction was set to begin 
now, a bare, three minutes late: 
an on-site, retail auction, which 
Carl Stinson said is the very best 
kind. 

But first, 
nouncements: 

“Auctions aré not a place for 
children," he said. ‘In fact, it's so 
crowded here today — I'm not 
sure it’s a place for people at all.” 

He explained that to set up the 
auction required a certificate 
guaranteeing the awning was 
flameproof — and two building 
permits to put up the tent 

“No one is allowed behind the 
auctioneer during bidding,” 
Stinson said (a ground-rule he 
had to repeat often for the inat- 
tentive or uncaring wanderers 
who wanted to pick among the 
merchandise after the auction 
began. 

Registration during the 
preview entailed showing iden- 
tification to obtain a bidding 
Tumber. Business is cash (or 
valid check) and carry, Stinson 
said, and ‘A bidding number does 
not mean you get Master 
Charge.” 

With final announcement: afew 


a few brief an- 


deletions from the advertised 
goods (a last-minute decision by 
heirs), upcoming Stinson auctions 
this week in Winchester, 
Stoneham and Rowley, and the 
happy news that a Stinson auction 
carries no buyer's premium 
charge, the auction, the thrills 
and the action was set to begin 

It had rained and the grass was 
wet with heavy, glistening dew — 
which proved a cool blessing 
under the tent as the morning 
heat advanced. Though there 
weren't quite enough seats to 
accommodate the 500-plus people 
who showed up — there was 
comfortable standing room under 
the tent. The preview and auction 
— a nine-hour experience — saw 
people come and go, break to 
stretch their legs, prick up their 
ears or gripe at a chance to bid 
missed, laugh at a Stinson quip 
and groan in collective pleasure 
when the choicest pieces ap- 
peared 

Items went for as little as three 
dollars, as much as four 
thousand 


Good humor and good nature 
prevailed, with the upbeat in- 
terlacings of Stinson wit, from 
master auctioneer Carl and his 
apprentices: son Doug and neigh- 
bor Paul MacCausland, who also 
auctioned goods when Cafl's 
bellows-strong lungs needed brief 
rest 

Carl's wife Brenda and her 
sister Maura Campbell kept the 
books, kept the money, and kept 
watch over Carl, supplying 
details and data when needed 

His assistants, Marshall 
Brown, a summer visitor from 
England and Colby College 
student David Blake, along with 
Doug and Paul (when they 
weren't auctioneering) moved 
and delivered goods to the bid- 
ders, hoisted ponderous break- 
fronts and chests-on-chests and

But during six days in July, 31 
men and women ate about 10,000 
calories a day and still lost 
weight 


The group comprised the 
participants in the Six Day Run, a 
race that is just what the name 
implies — whoever can run the 
farthest in six days is the winner. 

“When you run 50 to 100 miles a 
day, your calorie demands are 
enormous,” said Vince Ciappetti 
of the New York Road Runners 
Club, who oversaw the Del Monte- 
sponsored kitchen that supplied 
the runners, “The race is a huge 
running and eating binge.” 


Potatoes, bananas, other fresh 
fruits and vegetables, light 
canned fruits, regular and go-salt 
added canned vegetables, and 
fruit juices are the preferred 
foods of the ultra-distance run- 
ners 

Bananas are a_ particular 
favorite, and the runners 
devoured 800 pounds of Del Monte 
bananas, an average of 25 pounds 
per entrant. The fruit is easy to 
digest, high in natural fruit sugar 
and rich in potassium, all of 
which makes bananas ideal for 
runners

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“After a while, every cell in the 
body Graves food,” Chiappetta 
said. “We got requests from the 
runners for everything from fish 
and chips to chopped liver.” 

In addition to bananas, the 
runners ate their way through 
about 500 pounds of potatoes, 60 
cases of canned fruits and 
vegetables, and about $12,000 
worth of other foods ranging from 
mundane to the exotic. 

The winner of the race, 28-year 
old Yiannis Kouros of Greece, 
shattered the world record for a 
six-day run. The sports aréna 
manager covered more than 635 
miles 

Sports nutritionists compute 
that a person burns about 100 
calories per mile of running. 
Kouros likely used at least 63,500 
calories during his record run, 
which may well be the most 
calories ever consumed by a 
normal-size individual in that 
time frame. 

Chiappetta and his crew were 
kept busy during the race 
preparing soups, boiling potatoes, 
fixing fruit salads, frying pan- 
cakes and occasionally surprising 
the weary runners with chicken, 
bluefish and pastries 

“The food has to be easy to 
digest, taste good and supply the 
energy the runners need to keep 
going,”’ Chiappetta said

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Hiking the high roads of New Hampshire 


Trail upkeep 
weighs heavily 
on volunteers

‘ ‘Mount Madison, N.H. 
OWLING winds buffet the low-lying house, rat- 
tling the windows. Massive clouds skim over the 
roof as they blow eastward. In the distance, two 
hikers with bright red backpacks appear over the ridge of 
rocky Mt. Madison. Five-hundred feet above timberline, 
the hikers are almost thrown off balance by 50 mile-an- 
hour gusts. They spot the hut, and their figures grow 
larger as they draw near. 

‘The two find shelter and warmth in the Appalachian 
Mountain Club's (AMC) Madison Hut, a sturdy house 
nestled in the valley between two peaks in the Presiden. 
tial Range of the White Mountains. 

“Welcome to Madison Hut,” hutmaster Mark Dindorf 
beams, as the two hikers join a dozen weary trekkers and 
indulge in hot, home-cooked lasagne. ‘We're glad to have 
you all up here!"" 

Mr. Dindorf is one of eight hutmasters in the White 
Mountains, each one presiding over an AMC hut. This 
season he's in charge of Madison, the first hut the AMC 
built back in 1888. 

After supper, Dindorf leads the group outside for a 
view of the sunset. With brisk winds outside, the tem- 
perature drops to below freezing. Some hikers stay in 
side, but most follow the hutmaster toward a steep ridge 
to face the sinking orange Sun 

“Try to stay on the rocks," Dindorf shouts above the 
roaring wind, “There are quite a few sensitive 
wildflowers here — and one wrong step will crush them.” 
One hiker does not listen, and sits down on a mossy rock 
coated with small alpine wildfowers. 

‘Well, we can’t get to all of them,” the hutmaster 
sighs, 

With its lichen-covered walls ‘and weathered gray 
shingles, Madison Hut looks like a part of this rocky, 


wind-swept col. It is one of eight huts operated by the 
AMC — a private, nonprofit orggnization dedicated to 
preserving the nation's .wilderness areas. The huts, 
which provide lodging and meals for hikers for a smali 
fee, are interconnected by thé“Appalachian Trail and 
other trails here in New Hampshire. 

Since 1876, AMC volunteers have helped to care for 
some trails in the White Mountains. Now, however, the 
AMC is concerned that the bulk of trail upkeep is falling 
on its shoulders because the United States Forest Service 
(USFS) is shjfting its priorities. 

* The AMC's relations with the F8rest Service, which 
have been close in the past, have become increasingly 
strained since 1980. Under the Reagan administration, 
the USFS is using a fifth of its budget in the White 
Mountain National Forest for timber use and manage- 
ment (more than $1 million of this year's $4.9 million 
budget), says Ned Therrien of the US Forest Service's of- 
fice in Laconia, N.H. Only $75,000 has been allocated to

trail maintenance, he says. 

USFS staff trains AMC volunteers to tend the trails. 
Now that the budget is being cut, there isn't enough for- 
est-service personnel to train the volunteers, say AMC 
coordinators. 

“You can't orchestrate volunteers without paid staff,” 
says Bonnie Christie, AMC conservation coordinator. 
“They [the USFS] don't want to put any money into trail 
maintenance. They are robbing Peter to pay Paul.” 

So far, the AMC workers are holding their own. But 
AMC officials are concerned that trails will erode and 
plant life will die if the mountain paths are not 
maintained. 

The AMC is also alarmed over the USFS policy of ex: 
psunaug tne number of logging contracts to cut down 
timber in some areas. While the AMC acknowledges the 

« land can be used to turn a profit, officials say the USFS 
ig leaning too much in that direction 

“The USFS is concerned with market resources,” 
says Ms. Christie. “We try to protect nonmarket 
resouces, such as the beauty of the land. You can’t put a 
price on that.” 

Each year more than 5 million people use the White 
Mountain National Forest. “You can’t take funds from 
recreation in an area like this,’ she says. 

The Appalachian Mountain Club, organized in 1876, 
is the oldest and largest mountain club in the nation 
The club has built and now maintains 20 shelters and 
400 miles of trails in New Hampshire and Maine. 

The AMC patterned its huts after those of the Alps in 

Europe. With the construction of the Madison Springs 
Hut, the AMC kicked off its program of building ref 
uges for hikers in the highest mountains east of the Mis- 
sissippi and north of the Carolinas. 
* But the AMC does more than provide huts. With 
about 30,000 members nationwide, the club began ex 
panding its role during the environmental movement of 
the 1960s. 

Currently the club is involved in many environmen- 
tal projects. One is monitoring acid rain, an issue that 
has received much news media attention during the past 
two years. Acid rain — precipitation that sweeps into 
New England from industrial areas that produce large 
quantities of sulfur-dioxide pollutants — is a problem 
that is even more urgent in the White Mountains, AMC 
officials say 

At the top of Mt. Washington sits an acid rain moni 
tor, which last summer began monitoring the acidity in 
clouds over the mountains. Originally sponsored by the 
Weyerhaeuser Company, the station is run by the 


‘Through its 12 chapters, numerous camps, and trails 
program, the AMC today is responsible for maintaining 
almost 1,000 miles of trails nationwide, including a 250- 
mile stretch of the famed Appalachian Trail that runs 
from Georgia to Maine. The largest portion of trails are 
in the White Mountains, where AMC maintains more 
than 100 trails with an aggregate length of 350 miles. 

AMC trails are tended by club members who volun. 
teer their labor. Camp Dodge. located a few minutes 
drive from AMC headquarters at Pinkham Notch, is 
where vacationers can come to donate their time for vol 
unteer work. They are provided with warm meals and a 
place to stay. In exchange, they work on trails — clear

“It lets people give something back to the wilder 
ness,” says Chris Landry. camp coordinator and a for 
mer volunteer.

Although AMC headquarters is located in Boston, 
most of its volunteer coordination takes place at 
Pinkham Notch, in the heart of the White Mountains. 

Pinkham Notch Camp, on Route 16 north of 
Conway, serves as a popular trailhead meeting place for 
hikers preparing for a trip into the mountains. The 
young men and women working the Notch are well

versed in the trails and can help steer a hiker in the right 
direction. 

“They can usually tell what type of hiker a person is 
when he or she walks in the door,” Pinkham Notch 
manager Jon Martinson says of his staff. “And that's 
important. We don’t want someone to try a hike that’s 
too challenging for them 

Another facet of the AMC is its education program 
Walter Graff, New York City-born, has been with the 
AMC for 10 years and is now educational programs di 
rector. This summer, the AMC will lead 15 different

from the next, and the trails in between offer breathtak 
ing vistas. Not surprisingly, thousands of hikers use the 
huts during the summer 

Each hut has a crew of young men and women 
ten college students working in the back country for the 
summer. Each week they pack in 120 pounds of food 
and supplies on their backs. Crew members at each hut 
take turns with tasks such as cooking and cleaning. And 
they must be prepared for other challenges 

All employees of the AMC in the White Mountains 
are trained to participate in search-and-rescue emergen 
cies. “With the weather conditions up here, we couldn't 
have it any other way.” says Mr. Martinson. 

But every 11 days, a crew member gets three days 
off. Do they travel into own? 

“No,” says Kathy Rankin, Madison Hut crew mem 
ber. "I sometimes go to the other huts, or go hiking 

“Ittakes a special brand of person to work in a hut 
an unselfish person with a real desire to work hard in a 
sometimes tough environment.” says AMC hut director 
Barbara Wagner. “And most of them wouldn't trade the 
experience for the world 

Jennifer Bowow, an undergraduate at Dartmouth 
College. has worked in the huts for three summers. "I 
just love it,”” she shouts, beginning the trek from the 
summit of Mt. Washington to her hut (Lakes of the 
Clouds) with 100 pounds of food strapped to her back 
"What a great way to spend the summer! 

The hikers who use the huts share the same senti 
ment, John Leppman, a physician from southern Ver 
mont, hikes in the region once or twice a year because he 
does not. need to carry a large backpack. ‘The people 
working the huts are so interesting and full of energy,’ 
he says. Others find different reasons to visit 

“This summer there was one big reason,"” says Tom 
Dennis, a computer programmer from south of Boston, 
while relaxing in Madison Hut. 

‘I had to escape the Southeast Expressway in 
Boston!"
